people were injured, five of them in 
a m anner which will probably cause 
death.

000 and $900,000, with all the chances

largesr num ber of those who were hurt 
received their injuries by the falling 
of a hog-runway upon which they were 
standing to obtain a better view of the 


fire. 
The fatally injured: 
Jennie Smith, a stenographer. 
Ray Irwin,

Israel M orris, driver police 
patrol 
wagon. 
Michael Maloy, driver of fire engine. 
An unidentified man. 
The lard refinery had ju st b^en com­ 
pleted and was considered by Its own­ 
ers the m ost complete establishm ent 
of its kind in the United States. It was 
five stories high and 250 by 300 feet 
wide. It was filled with new and costly 
machinery, and during 
the day 2000 
people worked w ithin its walls. 
1 
The night shift numbered 700 and 
all of them were in the building when 
the fire broke out. 
It is thought all 
escaped in safety. 
The fire originated with an explo- ( 
aion of three lard tanks on the fifth 
floor of the building. The cause of the 
explosion is unknown, but three tanks 
which were filled with boiling lard, 
went up with a roar almost in the 
same second. Almost Instantly th* f n 
tire fifth floor was a mass of flames. 
All the workmen in thp 
building 
made a frantic rush for safety. 
With­ 
in an bour the walls, with the excep­ 
tion of that on the south were lying 
on the ground. 
The fire attracted an enorm ous crown 
of people who swarmed by thousands 
upon the viaducts which pass through 
the yards at a height of 20 feet from 
the ground. That portion of the Forty- 
fourth street viaduct close to the tu rn ­ 
ing building was densely packed and 
suddenly about 200 feet of a hog-run­ 
way extending from the viaduct north 
to the plant of A rm our & Co., gave 
wav. precipitating Tully 1000 persons 
to the ground. 
The firemen instantly 
abandoned their work on the building 
and devoted their energies to saving 
the people.
